DIXFIELD SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The reports of your school board for the past few 
years show a marked similarity—the crowded con- 
ditions of our schools. This year your present school 
board reports the same, only more so. The situation 
has become a little worse each year, until we find our- 
selves confronted with a serious problem today. 


It has been mentioned that the several small neigh- 
porhood schools, as operated a few years ago, if re- 
opened, would solve our problem and relieve this con- 
gestion. This is true, but the cost would be pro- 
hibitive. Figures prove conclusively the good judg- 
ment from a business standpoint in making this 
change. In the few years of operation, we have 
saved the town several thousand dollars by the adop- 
tion of our present centralized plan. We estimate 
that the central school has not only been socially and 
educationally superior to the rural school but the 
~ actual cash saving to the town, because of the smaller 
expenses of the central school inclusive of the trans- 
portation has been about two thousand dollars an- 
nually. 


By hasty judgment, we all quickly agree on two 
points, namely: 

That we must give our children a good education, 
and 


That we can not spend any more money that will 
increase taxes. 


We urge the citizens of Dixfield to reconsider 
both of these statements. 


Our State Board of Education recommends a per 
teacher load of thirty pupils, with only one teacher 
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and one grade to a room. Our elementary grade en- 
rollment is as follows: 


Sub-Primary (one grade) 37 pupils 
Ist & 2nd grades (two grades) 63 pupils 
3rd & 4th grades (two grades) 50 pupils 
5th & 6th grades (two grades) 48 pupils 
7th & 8th grades (two grades) 44 pupils 


The above figures speak for themselves. In com- 
parison, one nearby town reports from 25 to 40 pu- 
pils per teacher, averaging between 32 and 33 pupils 
per teacher with only one grade to a room. An- 
other town reports an average of from 34 to 35 pu- 
pils per teacher. Present conditions in our schools 
make good work impossible. Teachers can not give 
thorough instruction, but it is the children who really 
suffer in the end. 


Your Superintending School Committee urge the 
investigation of our schools by every Dixfield citizen. 
We recommend: 


That the present school building be used exclus- 
ively for the elementary grades. 


That we hire three additional teachers for the 
elementary grades. : 


That we build a new, inexpensive, four room High 
School.

REPAIRS AND EQUIPMENT 


The amount available for repairs and equipment 
was $804.91. With the exception of $10.20 spent at 
Severy Hill the expenditures were for the Central 
School. A new Gilbert and Barker oil burner was 
installed. The expense of this equipment was $451.50. 
A large number of desks were repaired by covering 
the old wooden tops with metal casings. The new tops 
cost $131.95. The rest of the desk tops were buffed and 
re-finished. Expense for labor on desks was $75.35. 
The walls in the halls were repaired and painted. Cost 
of this labor was $65.80 and the material charge was 
$71.22. Repairs for doors cost $30.45. Expense for 
plumbing was $25.40. Repairs on door-steps cost 
$10.38. Electric repairs amount to $10.41. The sum 
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of $30.25 was expended for ladders, waste cans and 
sprayers. These items total $912.91. The balance of 
the expenditures was for minor repairs and equip- 
ment. Total amount used for repairs and equipment 
was $964.14, making an overdraft of $159.23.

Miss Kimball is the Freshman Home Room 
teacher and coach of the school operetta, THE ISLE 
OF CHANCE. 

Mr. Robinson is Sophomore Home Room Teacher. 

Mr. Foster is coach of the girls’ softball and bas- 
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ketball teams and coach of the Senior three act play. 

Mr. Daker is Junior and Senior Home Room 
teacher and coach of fall, winter, and spring sports 
for boys. | 

Throughout the fall term setting-up exercises and 
games for muscular coordination and posture were 
held daily, weather permitting. These exercises and 
games are an indication of our willingness to cooper- 
ate with the State Department of Physical Education. 
The boys’ first and second baseball teams played six 
games this fall and won them all. 

The first of October Mr. Merle Griffeth gave a lec- 
ture on Self Improvement from Reading, and created 
a contest among the students for the purpose of stim- 
ulating substantial reading for self improvement. One 
dollar will be given to one boy and one girl of the 
Senior Class, and one dollar to a student of the Junior 
Class who has read three outstanding books of non- 
fiction and two of the best fiction of all time. 

The last of October the Freshman Reception was 
a very enjoyable occasion. Each of the other classes 
has had a social and dance. 

This year’s hockey team is composed of three 
Freshmen and three Juniors, thereby assuring us of a 
fine team next year, too. The twenty reserves are 
also underclassmen. 

Including the successful grammar school team, 
winners of the tournament held at Wilton, the two 
high school teams, and the town boys, there have been 
over fifty boys who have participated in hockey games 
this winter. 

Mr. Foster has uncovered a real soft ball team 
among the girls and also a good basketball team. His 
teams have a perfect record of seven games. This 
winter the girls plan to have other basketball games 
at Weld and one at Andover. In the spring a girls’ 
softball league will be formed. , 

We hope the citizens will note Joanne Solie’s report 
which follows. It explains the type of expenditures 
which the high school youngsters meet. From their 
organization they pay out over two hundred dollars 
for transportation and gas; lights on the rink; ref- 
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erees, umpires and guarantees; telephone bills; ath- 
letic letters and numerals; fuel for the skating shelter 
and equipment for the upkeep of the rink. 

Our school organization manages its finances very 
well because Miss Solie attends to every detail very 
carefully and promptly. 

Very thorough physical examinations and tests 
have been made of the whole school by Drs. Defoe and 
Elsemore with the assistance of the State Nurse. 

Three students are enrolled this year in the N. Y. 
A. work: Dorothy Shaw, Stanwood Horne and Conrad 
Child. Each receives four dollars a month. 

To many the development of our youngsters may 
not be noticeable, but we who live with them daily see 
changes in their physical, mental and moral make-up. 
No school is a cure-all, but we in the high school are 
doing all we can to inspire and promote the physical, 
mental, and moral betterment of your boys and girls. 
Any suggestion as to how we might extend our oppor- 
tunities to serve them and you, will be most welcome.

To C. H. Holman, a Constable of the Town of Dixfield, 
in the same County, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Dixfield, in said county, qualified by law to 
vote in town affairs, to meet at Tuscan Opera House, 
in said town, on Monday, the 7th day of March, A. D. 
1938, at Ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there 
to act on the following articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at 
said meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
report of the Municipal Officers for the year ending 
February 10, 1938. 


Art. 4. To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Over- 
seers of the Poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose a Town Treasurer for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To establish the rate for collecting taxes 
and to choose a Tax Collector for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To choose one or more members of the 
School Board. 


Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the selectmen to appoint one or more road commis- 
sioners. 


Art. 9. To choose all other Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 
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Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Municipal Officers to transfer unexpended bal- 
ances of appropriations from the past fiscal year to 
the same accounts this year. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will vote to Continue 
Class A of Free High School and how much money 
the Town will vote to raise for same. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for the Maintenance and support of 
Common Schools, the purchasing of books and supplies, 
to repair schoolhouses, permanent school fund, for 
superintendence, office expenses, laboratory, school 
library, insurance, lights, water, flags, music, to pay 
outstanding time orders, to pay interest on outstand- 
ing time orders, to pay Municipal Officers (including 
Selectmen, Treasurer, Clerk, Tax Collector, Constable, 
School Committee, Truant Officer, Dog Constable, 
Auditor, Plumbing Inspector), Health Nurse, Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, to pay hydrant rental, public 
library, support of poor, to pay interest on cemetery 
funds, for the Dixfield Fire Co., for High School 
Conveyance, observance of Memorial Day, Street 
Lights, Miscellaneous Town Charges and to defray all 
other Town Charges. 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for repair of roads and bridges in 
summer. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for repair of roads and bridges in 
winter. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for the maintenance of State Roads. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for the Maintenance of State Aid 
Roads. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for the maintenance of third class 
roads. 
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Art. 18. To see how much money the Town will 
appropriate and raise for maintenance of sewers. 


Art. 19. To see what sum the Town will vote to 
appropriate and raise for State Aid road construction 
(in addition to the amounts regularly raised for the 
care of ways, highways, and bridges) under tne prov:- 
sions of Section 3, Chapter 173, Public Laws of 1935. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Town Treasurer with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to hire such sums of money as may be 
necessary to pay Town charges and Town debts in 
anticipation of the collection of taxes and to issue 
and negotiate the notes of the Town for the money so 
borrowed to an amount not exceeding in the aggregate 
the total tax levy for the preceding municipal year as 
temporary loans to be paid during the year 1938 out 
of the money raised during said year 1938 by taxes. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to have the 
poll taxes collected May 1, 1938, or act in any way in 
relation thereto. 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to charge 
interest on uncollected taxes after January 1, 1939. 


Art. 23. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to appropriate and raise to apply on Town debt. 


Art. 24. To see what action the Town will take 
in regard to repairing the engine house, and how 
much money will be raised for the same. 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to build a 
tool shed on the lot next to the town garage, and how 
much money they will raise for the same. 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to continue 
the school on Severy Hill. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to take out insurance for the Firemen 
while on duty, and how much money they will raise 
for the same. 
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Art. 28. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to appropriate and raise for the maintenance of 
cemeteries. 


Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to join the 
Maine Municipal Association, and raise Ene sum of 
$40.00 a year for dues. 


Art. 30. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate and raise the sum of $100.00 for a series of out- 
door concerts given by the Dixfield Band during the 
summer. 


Art. 31. To see if the Town will authorize the 
selectmen to negotiate with the Rumford Falls Light 
& Water Company to change the electric current now 
being furnished from forty to sixty cycle. 


Art. 32. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to grant and raise, to be expended and used 
for advertising the natural resources, advantages and 
attractions of the State of Maine. 


Art. 33. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $123.00, or more, for school nursing in the 
town of Dixfield to be expended under the auspices of 
the Bureau of Health of the State Department of 
Health and Welfare. 


Art. 34. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to install a catch basin on Coburn Ave- 
nue near the residence of Carl Cole, or to act in any 
way in relation thereto, and how much money will be 
raised for the same. 


Art. 35. To see what action the Town will take 
relative to the repair of Coburn Avenue, and what 
sum of money shall be raised for the same. 


Art. 36. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen on behalf of the town to sell and dispose 
of any real estate acquired by the town for non-pay- 
ment of taxes thereon, on such terms as they deem 
advisable, and to execute quitclaim deeds for such 
property. 
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Art. 37. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to join with the Selectmen of the 
Town of Canton in a petition to the County Commis- 
’ sioners to discontinue the road or any part thereof, 
from the home of Dennis Russell to Swett Corner and 
on to the corner near the former homestead farm of 
C. L. Averill. 


Art. 38. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to petition the County Commissioners 
to discontinue that portion of the Hill Road, so called, 
from Clarence Danforth’s residence to the W. M. 
White place, so called. 


Art. 39. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to petition the County Commissioners 
to discontinue the road from Lucien Carlton’s house 
to the former home of George E. Carlton. 


Art. 40. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to petition the County Commis- 
sioners to discontinue the road from Fred Morrison’s 
over by the Mert Walton place, and Tripp place to the 
Wilton town line. 


Art. 41. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to petition the County Commission- 
ers to discontinue that portion of the River Road, so 
called, near Newton:Brook bridge which has been cut 
off by the building of the new road.
